Deadliest tornado since 1953 

The National Weather Service said Monday 
that the Joplin tornado, with winds as high 
as 198 mph, was the deadliest single tor- 
nado since 1953, when 116 were killed in 
Flint, Mich. It was rated F-4 on the Fujita 
scale, one step below the strongest tor- 
nado. (Multiple tornadoes were responsible 
for about 340 deaths over four days in late 
April, mostly in Alabama.) 



columns of smoke rising from gas fires, emer- 
gency vehicles with lights flashing. And every- 
where, people stunned by nature’s violence 
mourned their losses, counted their blessings 
and told their harrowing stories. 

In torrential rain, lightning and heavy 
winds, rescuers went door to door Monday, 
gingerly avoiding debris and downed power 
lines that ignited fires fueled by leaking gas. 
They pulled seven survivors from the rubble, 
officials said. Joplin officials said more than 
2,000 structures were ripped apart and whole 
neighborhoods were obliterated. Power re- 
mained out Monday on most of the city’s west 
side. Residents were advised to boil water. 

“We still believe there are people to be 
saved in the rubble,” said Missouri Gov Jay 
Nixon, who deployed about 140 National 
Guard troops to help with the rescues. 

President Obama, visiting Ireland, ex- 
pressed his condolences in a phone call to 
Nixon.

The city’s lone restaurant is shut down for 
now, although the owner vows to reopen. The 
city’s park was destroyed. So was its civic hall. 
The roof on the elementary school was dam- 
aged, and there was fear the school might be 
closed. 

The cost of the storm damage was estimat- 
ed Monday at $2.3 million, with the amount 
almost evenly split between commercial and 
residential properties. It’s not known how 
much of the damaged property was insured, 
and questions lingered about how much fed- 
eral aid— if any— the town might qualify for 
so it can rebuild.

JOPLIN, Mo. When the tornado hit, Staci 
Perry a scrub technician at St.John’s Regional 
Medical Center, had just left the operating 
room to grab a piece of equipment for a sur- 
gery in progress. An urgent announcement 
came over the loudspeaker: “Execute condi- 
tion gray” That was the hospital’s code for an 
impending disaster, though in drills, the com- 
mand was always preceded by “Prepare for 
condition gray” 

There was no time to prepare. As she 
heard the glass walls crack. Perry, 33, dashed 
back to surgery “The pressure in everyone’s 
ears was just tremendous,” she said. A phy- 
sician’s assistant threw himself against the 
door so it wouldn’t blow in and destroy the 
operating room. The lights went out. The 
wind howled. 

“Literally the hospital imploded,” said Dr. 
Jim Riscoe, an emergency room physician at 
the 230 -bed facility There is an emergency 
plan for disasters, he said, “but they don’t an- 
ticipate the emergency being the hospital.” 

When it was over, just after 5:30 p.m. Sun- 
day, a 6 -mile swath roughly a half-mile wide 
had been gouged. At least 116 people died. 
Five were hospital patients. 

The apocalyptic after-images were depress- 
ingly familiar, reminiscent of those from the 
April tornadoes in the South: rubble as far as 
the eye could see, cars buried under pieces 
of houses, trees wrenched from the ground 
with their huge roots reaching toward the sky. 


Kansas town begins road to recovery

READING, Kan. Most everywhere Monday, 
there were signs this tiny eastern Kansas 
town was starting to return to life after being 
wrecked by a weekend tornado. 

Front loaders and backhoes clogged 
streets as they hauled away trees felled by the 
140 mph winds. Residents cleared their foun- 
dations of coUapsed walls and ceilings. Utility 
crews worked to return electric power. Doz- 
ens of trucks hauled away debris. 

Despite the damage, residents weren’t 


ready to let their 250 -person town fade away 
into the rolling farmland 20 miles northeast 
of Emporia, Kan. 

“I think for the most part people here have 
that American spirit. They’ll take this as just 
another bump in the road,” resident Dave Ad- 
ams said as he worked outside his house just a 
block or so from a grain elevator crumpled by 
Saturday night’s tornado. 

“I’m really optimistic,” he said. “In its own 
small-town Kansas way, it will come back— at 
least for some people.” 


While the tornado blew out the windows 
of Adams’ home and damaged the roof, gut- 
ters and siding, the house still was standing. 

New counts reported Monday revealed 
that Adams was pretty lucky About half the 
town’s no homes were destroyed or substan- 
tially damaged. About half the city’s business- 
es were destroyed as well. 

The grain elevator— the focal point of 
the town’s business district— looked like a 
crunched aluminum can. The roof of the post 
office was ripped off and the windows shat-

Don^t have plans yet for Memorial Day 
weekend? "V^sconsin is angling for your 
business. 

The Wisconsin Department of Tour- 
ism rolled out its summer ad campaign 
on the CTA last week— including wrap- 
ping the inside of a train with fishing 
pictures and the slogan “The fun is closer 
than you think.” 

Other Wisconsin ads on the CTA 
showcase concerts and promote water 
sports. 

“We beUeved the placement on the 
trains would allow us to showcase our 
creative in a way that would clearly cut 
through the advertising clutter and get 
our message in front of our target audi- 
ence,” tourism department spokeswoman Lisa Marshall told Going 
Public. 

Wsconsin is not alone. Florida also is panhandling for your dollars. 
Visit Florida, the tourism marketing corporation for the state of 
Florida, launched a campaign in January on train placards that encour- 
age CTA riders to “awaken your Florida side.” 

T.ast summer, the CTA was a battleground for tourism dollars 
between Montana and Milwaukee* The Montana tourism industry 
posted panoramic pictures of Yellowstone National Park, lakes and 
horses on trains and buses in an attempt to appeal to outdoorsy Chi- 
cagoans while Milwaukee targeted Chicago’s lighter side, 

Montana ads still are on the CTTA, while a spokes’woman for Visit 
Milwaukee, the city^s convention and visitors bureau, said the cit/s 
ads should soon be on the CTA, 

Milwaukee slogans last year included: “Why settle for just a ^taste’ 
when you can indulge all summer?” and “You have hot dogs* We have 
beer* Let’s hangout*” 

The city of Chicago should consider creatively promoting its assets 
on the CIA. For now, the city partners with the CFA to promote 
taking trains and buses to various festivals, lliese ads appear on small 
placards with eye-rolling catchphrases. 

Last Slimmer, an ad for the Chicago Country Music Festival read 
“Mosey on down to the CMF on CFA.” 

Not all festival ads on the C'FA lack spirit. T he Chicago Fringe 
Festival, a performing arts fest in Pilsen, held a contest this month for 
artists to design a poster that will appear on the CTA to promote this 
year’s fest, which will be held Sept, i-ii. 

The winners are expected to be announced next month, according 
to the festival’s website, cIiicagofriiige.org*

LGBX heterosexual couples gearing up 

for state's first civil union ceremonies next week

Paul Dombrowski and Joe Serio met in a bar, 
each dragged there by friends on anight when 
neither felt like going out. 'I'he two men had 
begun to give up hope of ever finding a soul 
mate— but that night, 15 years ago, changed 
everything. 

As the years went by, the couple similarly 
lost hope in ever having their relationship rec- 
ogniiied by the state of Illinois. That, too, will 
change June 2, the first day same-sex Illinois 
couples can enter into civil unions that will 
provide them with the same state-level rights 
as married couples* 

Dombrowski and Serio will join 29 other 
couples in Millennium Park for a civil union 
ceremony that will be attended by friends, 
family and dignitaries such as Gov. Quinn, 
who signed the bill into law this year. 

"^'Ihis is something we never even were able 
to put in our dreams for our hiture,” Dom- 
browski said. just kind of went with the 
fact that marriage or anything Like it wasn't go- 
ing to be a possibility But now it's happening ” 

As of June i, Illinois will be the sixth state 
that allows civil unions or their equivalent, 
and two other states— Hawaii and Dela- 
ware— have passed civil union laws that 
have not yet been enacted* Couples can get 
civil union licenses from county clerk offices 
June T but, as with marriage licenses, must 
wait one day before holding a ceremony* 

C>>ok County Clerk David Orr said he ex- 
pects a large crowd June 1* “I think there are 
lots of people that plan to get their license the 
first day I think a lot of people will be down 
there even if they aren't getting their license, 
just to be part of the fanfare*” 

Orr said licenses will be available at all five 
of the clerk's suburban offices as well as the 
downtown site, which will feature food, gifts 
and drawings. 

“It's going to be a festive occasion,'^ he 
said. “Hopefully the festivities will help in 
case there are long lines. We only have about

standpoint, that we made that commitment 
years ago,” Bert said. “This is just validating it, 
at least in the eyes of the state.” 

The group The Civil Rights Agenda plans 
to host another cluster of civil union celebra- 
tions June 3 at the Chicago History Museum, 
Anthony Martinez, the group’s executive di- 
rector, said about 30 couples had signed up, 
reflecting the widespread enthusiasm he has 
seen in the city’s LGBT community 

“From what we see, there are some people 
who are now planning their ceremonies and 
are waiting until they can send out invitations 
and whatnot,” Martinez said. “But a lot of 
people want to be there right away, as soon as 
they possibly can. know couples who are 
very excited about and want to be part of this 


historic moment*” 

That’s the case for Angelica Ixipez and Clau- 
dia Mercado, who will be another couple at the 
Millennium Park civil union event, hosted by 
the city's Advisory Council on lesbian. Gay, 
Bisexual and Transgender Issues. They've been 
together nearly 14 years, have a 2-year-old and 
are expecting another child in November, so 
they have nothing to prove to each other re- 
garding the strength of their commitment* 

“We know what our relationship is and 
what it means to us,” Mercado said, “But this 
is a great opportunity for those that live in 
the state to be able to acknowledge that we 
do have a legitimate relationship and to be 
able to get recognition for the 13I4 years we've 
been together as a committed couple.”

T'he licenses will cost $35, the same as a 
marriage license. Straight couples who don't 
want to be married but do want the legal pro- 
tections a civil union provides also are expect- 
ed to take advantage of the law 

For Melissa Bert and Melissa Salisbury 
the law creates an opportunity they have 
never had before. Bert is pregnant and due 
in August, She and Salisbury hope to have a 
civil union ceremony in June, which will allow 
Salisbury’s name to be on the child’s birth cer- 
tificate along with Bert’s. 

“It's our shotgun wedding,” Bert joked. 
“But really, it means so much. In August, my 
partner can put her name on the birth certifi- 
cate* It will show that we’re the parents, that 
we’re in this from Day i together.” 

The couple have been together for six years 
and held a wedding ceremony in Wisconsin 
three years ago* That wedding carried emo- 
tional significance but wasn’t recognized by 
either Wisconsin or Illinois, so the civil union 
here will be a way to get the rights they previ- 
ously couldn't access. 

“We look at it, at least from the emotional

Advocates look 
beyond civil unions

Ach^ocatcs of LGBT rights say the Illinois 
civil union law is a historic moment worthy 
of celebration, but they stress that it does 
not mark the end of their work. 

“I’m thrilled that this has become a real- 
ity in Illinois,” said Rick Garcia, an activist 
who spent years fighting for the civil union 
law. “It is not marriage and it is not the 
same as marriage, even though opponents 
like to say it is. Nonetheless, real couples, 
real families need rights, and they need 
them now, so this is a good step.” 

Opponents of civil unions in Chicago 
and across the country have long said that 
such arrangements create a “slippery slope” 
that could lead to the legalization of same- 
sex marriage. And gay rights advocates do 
little to dispute that claim. 

Camilla Taylor, an attorney with Lambda 
Tx'gal in Chicago, a group that helped draft 
Illinois’ civil union bill, said full marriage 
rights arc the goal, and she expects that 
having civil unions will highlight some of 
the problems of creating a separate, mar- 
riagelike classification. 

“It’s not sufficient to segregate same-sex 


couples into an inferior status /’Taylor said. 
“One of the big problems with doing that 
is it invites private bias. It sends a message 
that the government considers these fami- 
lies inferior in some way” 

The next step for advocates in Illinois 
will be deciding whether to pursue full 
marriage rights through a legislative pro- 
cess or a judicial one. 

Robert Gilligan, executive director of 
the Catholic Conference of Illinois, said he 
beheves opponents of same-sex marriage 
would prevail if the matter were put to a 
vote. 

“If people have the chance to vote on 
this issue, I am confident that the people 
will choose that marriage is a union be- 
tween one man and one woman,” Gilligan 
said. “If it’s left to the court, we’re con- 
cerned.” 

Taylor notes half the jurisdictions that 
have marriage equality have done so by leg- 
islation and the other half have achieved it 
through court action. 

“ ‘How do you get to marriage from 
here?’ is a question that varies from state to 
state,” Taylor said.

Terrorist 
testifies 
in Chicago 
man’s triai

An international terrorist in two high-pro- 
file cases testified for hours in a Chicago 
courtroom Monday, unraveling the details 
of the 2008 Mumbai, India, assault that 
killed nearly 170 people. 

Dressed in a grayish-blue windbreaker 
and polo shirt, his hair balding, David 
Coleman Headley spoke in a low mono- 
tone about how the plot unfolded, includ- 
ing the key role he played for the Pakistani 
terror group Lashkar-e-Taiba, scouting tar- 
gets in Mumbai. 

Headley also offered troubling informa- 
tion about links between Lashkar and the 
Pakistani government, testifying that he 
believed he was working for the govern- 
ment’s secret intelligence office. 

And lurking in the background, Headley 
testified Monday was Chicago businessman 
Tahawwur Rana, his friend since childhood 
who is on trial in federal court in Chicago 
on charges he aided in this plot and a plan 
to attack a Danish newspaper over Mu- 
hammad cartoons. Rana, who is accused 
of letting Headley use his Chicago-based 
immigration business as a cover for the re- 
connaissance trips to India and Denmark, 
knew what he was doing, Headley said. 

“I told him that I had been training with 
Lashkar,” Headley testified about a 2006 
meeting with Rana. “He was surprised.” 

In opening statements earlier Mon- 
day, Rana’s attorney, Charlie Swift, ripped 
Headley as a “master manipulator” who 
had “made a fool” of Rana by duping him. 

Assistant U.S. Attorney Sarah Streicker 
described Headley as a “clean cut-looking 
man” who arrived in Mumbai in fall 2006 
to begin to plot what would become an 
“international nightmare” in 2008. 

“He approved of it and he helped him,” 
Streicker said of Rana. 

Rana, 50, wearing a trim white beard 
and glasses in the courtroom, was a doctor 
in the Pakistani military who deserted to 
seek a better life in the West, according to 
his attorney 

Headley 50, has had a far more colorful 
life, including being convicted twice for 
smuggling heroin and also acting as an in- 
formant for the U.S. Drug Enforcement Ad- 
ministration. He cooperated with authori- 
ties after his arrest in the terrorism plot and 
pleaded guilty to avoid the death penalty 


Crash site gets barriers 


City blocks path into 
river days after model’s 
body is recovered

To prevent vehicles from plunging into the 
murky water, city workers installed con- 
crete barriers and reflective signs Monday 
where a Goose Island side street dead- 
ends at the east bank of the Chicago River. 

Lorraine Roman said she considers the 
work nearly 20 years overdue. 

Roman’s son, Rick, died in 1992 when 
the cab he was driving shot through a dead 
end on the opposite side of the river and 


into the water. Concrete barriers and a 
stop sign later were installed where Ro- 
man’s cab entered the water on the west 
bank, but no protective measures were 
placed on the east bank. 

That’s where police believe 25-year-old 
model Irma Sabanovic drove her car over 
a curb at the end of the 1100 block of West 
Blackhawk Street and into the river during 
the rainy early-morning hours of May 12. 
Sabanovic, who drowned, was found Sat- 
urday inside her submerged Ford Focus. 

“I would blame Chicago once again for 
not putting something up on both sides,” 
Lorraine Roman said Monday “Chicago 
should have put barriers up. They should 


have built something there on both sides 
of the river. They should have built a high 
cement wall.” 

Sabanovic, a Bosnian immigrant who 
lived in West Rogers Park, was driving to 
meet friends at Exit, a bar on the west side 
of the river on North Avenue, a few blocks 
north of Blackhawk. About 2 a.m., she 
texted a friend that she was lost. She was 
never heard from again. 

CDOT officials did not respond to 
questions Monday about why no perma- 
nent barriers or signs had been installed on 
the east side of the river years ago, when 
barriers were installed on the west side of 
the river.

Craft beer protection 
goes to governor .

SPRINGFIELD The Illinois House on 
Monday sent to the governor’s desk 
a bill designed to protect small craft 
brewers’ ability to enter the market. 

The measure, approved 112-0, would 
allow certain small Illinois brewers to 
distribute half of their own beer. 

In most states, the alcohol business 
is composed of three “tiers”: a manu- 
facturer, a retailer and a distributor. 
The system, put in place at the end of 
Prohibition, was designed to ensure a 
properly regulated market. 

Small craft brewers have argued that 
it’s difficult to attract distributors with 
an unknown product and, therefore, 
it’s necessary to peddle them to bars 
and liquor stores directly and gradually 
establish a following. Anheuser-Busch, 


however, has argued that 
it’s discriminatory to allow 
in-state brewers to self- ' 
distribute when out-of-state 
brewers are not granted the 
same privilege. 

Sponsoring Rep. Erank 
Mautino (D-Spring Valley) said 
the legislation would address 
a request by a federal judge 
considering a pending lawsuit 
brought by Anheuser-Busch. 

“What we did in the bill is the 
same thing we did for the small 
wineries. Under the 15,0 00 -bar- 
rels mark you can distribute,” 
Mautino said. “Once you go be- 
yond and grow beyond that, then 
you fall into the regular three-tier 
system like everybody else.”

Slurred speech

Kobe Bryant has done it. Ozzie Guillen has done it. And now Joakim Noah has done it. 

Using a gay slur, for some reason, is not exactly uncommon in sports. Noah’s uttering of the F-word to 
a fan in Miami on Sunday night was just the latest in a long line of sports figures using it.

The Atlanta Braves pitching coach 
threw out the gay slur at fans who 
were heckling him in San Francisco 
in April, then used a bat to make a se- 
ries of crude gestures with his hips. “I 
am deeply sorry that I responded to 
the heckling fans in San Francisco on 
Saturday.” McDowell said. ”1 apologize 
to everyone for my actions.” He was 
suspended two weeks without pay by 
Major League Baseball and fined. He 
also was ordered to attend sensitivity 
training and apologize to the fans in- 
volved directly. 

Kobe Bryant 

The L.A. Lakers star hurled the gay slur 
at referee Bennie Adams during a game 
in April after he 
was hit with a 
technical foul. 

Like Noah's faux 
pas. TNT camer- 
as caught Bryant 
in the act on 
live TV. "My ac- 
tions were out of frustration during the 
heat of the game, period.” he said ‘The 
words expressed do NOT reflect my 
feelings towards the gay and lesbian 
communities and were NOT meant to 
offend anyone.” The NBA fined Bryant 
$ 100 , 000 . 

Ozzie Guillen 

Guillen is no stranger to controversy, 
and when he called Sun-Times colum- 
nist Jay Mariotti 
a gay slur in 
June 2006, it 
was no differ- 
ent "I shouldn’t 
have mentioned 
the name that 
was mentioned, 
but I'm not going to back off of Jay/' 
Guillen said, using another obscenity 
to describe Mariotti. "The word I used, I 
should have used something different, 
A lot of people's feelings were hurt and 
1 didn't mean it that way" Guillen was 
fined and ordered to attend sensitivity 
training. 

Larry Johnson 

In 2009, Kansas City running back 
Johnson used a gay slur in the locker 
room in front of reporters then again 
more than once on his Twitter account. 
Johnson apologized afterward, and the 
Chiefs suspended him without pay for 
two games before releasing him.

Go ahead and write off the mandatory minicamp the Bears scheduled to begin June 3. That is the same date the 8th Circuit Court of Appeals 
in Sr. Louis will hold a hearing in the litigation brewing between players and owners.

“The easiest way to give these things some juice 
is talk about stuff that is controversial,” Thompson 
said. 

But that’s becoming increasingly difficult when 
most scandalous details are exposed almost immedi- 
ately— certainly more quickly than the time it takes 
to write and publish a book— thanks to celeb gossip 
sites. The proliferation of entertainment networks, 
shows, websites and magazines has only increased the 
appetite for the fascination with celebrities, he said. 

A memoir is a way for the star to control the sto- 
ry and what gets written, but it’s also an item that 
should be approached with an incredible amount of 
suspicion, Thompson said. 

RedEye thumbed through seven memoirs released 
in April and May scouring for fascinating tidbits, so 
you can figure out for yourself which book to put on 
your summer reading list.
